With Reed in the Sterling Com- 


munity hospital, are the three pas- 
sengers of the other car: Charles 
Brown, his wife, Helen, both of 
whom are considered critically in- 
jured; and their 14-year-old son, 
Robert, who is reported to be in 
good condition. 


Reed's physician said that the 


former Dixon patrolman received 
a severe head injury and also in- 
jury to both legs. Earlier reports 
indicated that Reed's legs might 
have to be amputated, but doctors 
today discounted that. 


Passing Car 


Rock Falls police said that wit- 


nesses told them that Reed, who 
was driving a truck owned by Hal 
Roberts,, local beer distributor, 
was passing another car at the 
time of the accident and was trav- 
eling at a speed close to 75 miles 
an hour. 


Brown, who received fractures of 


both legs and was in severe shock, 
reportedly was westbound at the 
time of the accident. 
Reed was 


driving east. 


Last night Brown was given sev- 


eral blood transfusions and sur- 
gery was required. Mrs. Brown 
was said to have a skull fracture, 
a fractured facial bone, a fractur- 
ed hip and several cuts about the 
body.

Forreston Bank 
Loses $31,387 
In Ogle Suit 


OREGON—Forreston State bank 


must pay $31,387, plus interest, to 
the estate of the late Collin L. 
Robertson, Judge Harry E. Wheat 
ruled in circuit court here Monday. 


Fred Kurth, public administra- 


tor of the Robertson estate, asked 
$80,000 in the suit filed Jan. 23, 
1950. Robertson, of Forreston, died 
Dec. 7, 1931. 


The suit, originally filed against 


the bank and Herman Brandt, who 
was president of the bank at the 
time, charged that money from the 
Robertson estate used in the re- 
organization of the Forreston bank 
during May, 1933, never was re- 
paid in full. 


Brandt, who died shortly after 


the suit was filed in 1950, and Fred 
Wertz, also of Forreston, originally 
were co-executors of the estate. 


It was charged that Brandt, as 


executor, delivered 2,000 shares of 
Swift and Co. stock belonging to 
the estate to the Forreston bank 
in 1933. 


This stock was sold for $31,387 


and used in the reorganization of 
the bank. The suit asked repay- 
ment of this amount plus interest. 


Judge Wheat ruled that $31,387. 


the money realized from the sale 
of the stock by the bank in 1933, 


from 1887 to 1889. 


Rowland's body was found in the 


street at Thomas and Cortez sts., 
his head resting on the curbing. 
Authorities were unable to deter- 
mine immediately whether death 
was due to natural causes, if he 
died in a traffic accident or was 
slugged by robbers. 


A total of $1.61 was found on the 


body. A coroner's physician said 
there were several bruises on the 
hip and right side. 


Police learned Rowland checked 


into the Dearborn Plaza hotel last 
night. The hotel is several miles 
from where his body was found. 


Chicago Brother 


A brother of the dead man, John 


Howland, an official of the Stewart 
Warner corporation, lives in subur- 
ban Lake Forest. He was unavail- 
able immediately, but Mrs. How- 
land told police she was not aware 
that her brother-in-law had come 
to Chicago.

He added: 


"Must Be Ready" 


"But we must be alert and ready 


to meet treachery or a renewal 
of aggression if that should come." 


If it should come, the president 


said, the Communists will run 
against a solid wall of free world 
resistance — with 
the 
growing 


might of this country and its new 
atomic weapons in the key defense 
position. 


Truman's speech was prepared 


for the 150th anniversary convo- 
cation of the U. S. military aca- 
demy. The piesldcnt came here 
by train to deliver it in the roll 
of commandcr-in-chicf of the arm- 
ed forces.

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Tru- 
man spoke at unusual length about 
the Korean truce negotiations.

Communist war prisoner-riot- 
ing spread to a Pusan camp 
today apd flared in two new 
but minor revolts at violence- 
ridden Koje island camp No. 


One Red POW was killed and 


85 were injured At Pusan. 


One American guard suffered a 


minor injury in the 2>/i hour battle 
of clubs and fists in Pusan Camp 
No. 10. No shots were fired by 
the combat-wise United Nations 
guards, although they were armed. 


Without Incident 


On Koje, it was disclosed that 


two mild revolts were settled with- 
ou,t incident by the new camp com- 
mander, Brig. Gen. Haydon L. 
Boatner, during the first four days 
of his command.

These occurred while high-rank- 


ing officers of Gen. Mar Clark's 
Far East command in Tokyo 
studied reports on February-March 
Koje riots in which 90 Red male 
POWs and one American soldier 
were killed. 


One of the minor new Koje flare- 


ups involved the 400 women pris- 
oners of war and civilian inter- 
nees held on that island, 30 miles 
southwest of Pusan. 
The other 


was a Bltdown strike by prisoner 
inmates of a UN command hospi- 
tal and their prisoner-doctors. 


No Violence 


Boatner settled both with per- 


suasion and firmness. There was 
no violence, no shots were fired,' 
and no one was injured, he said. 


At Seoul, Gen. James A. Van 


Fleet, commander 'of the U. S. 
Eighth'Army, said "the Pusan out- 
break resulted from "an attempt 
by fanatical Communist prisoners 
of war to resist proper medical 
treatment of patient inmates of 
Enclosure 10." 


All the prisoners at Pusan pre- 


viously were reported to have been 
screened. The army said they pro- 
fessed opposition to Communism, 
and to repatriation to Red areas 
if a Korean truce is agreed upon. 


Pro-Communist prisoners wera 


kept on Koje.

Today, the army said Enclosure 


•10 is a mixed camp for both Com- 
munist prisoners who want to re- 
turn behind the Bamboo Curtain 
and anti-Communist prisoners who 
don't.

Truman Signs Bill Raising Pay, 
Allowances for Military Service 


WASHINGTON—(AP) — President Truman has signed the bill 


boosting pay allowances in the military services by nearly half a bil- 
lion dollars a year. 


The White House announced the 


signing today. It came in time for 
the raises to become effective with 
this month's pay vouchers. 


Intended to help offset higher 


living costs, they range from $3 
monthly for privates and seamen 
to $65 for two-star generals and ad- 
mirals. 


They Upply to approximately 3'/s 


million active as well as retired 
personnel. 


In the final version of the legis- 


lation, there was no provision, such 
as the senate once voted, to give 
an extra $45 monthly to men who 
are fighting in or have fought in 
Korea. This may be taken up later 
under a separate measure. 


The pay rise bill calls for a (lal 


boost of 4 percent in base pay of 
all personnel and an increase of 
14 per cent in allowances for food 
and rental. 


It would give the average low- 


ranking enlisted man a $3 monthly 
raise, or 4 per cent of the present 
$75 pay. Most of these men have 
no dependents and their food and 
lodging are furnished by the gov- 
ernment, 40 the majority are not 
affected by the increase in allow- 
ances. 


For enlisted personnel with de- 


pendents, the monthly Increase In 
pay and allowances would range 
from |13 to $19.

URBANA—Illinois rural popula- 


tion increased 138,000 or 6.5 per 
cent, from 1940 to 1950. says a 
rural sociologist in the University 
of Illinois. 


C. L. Folsc says two important 


facts stand out from a study of 
census figures: <i) The 34 coun- 
ties gaining rural population either 
have a large city or are located 
near one: and (2) among the 68 
counties losing rural people, the 
heaviest losses occurred in south- 
ern Illinois counties. 
. As for gains, Lake county al- 
most doubled its 1940 rural pop- 
ulation, DuPage county showed an 
83 per cent gain, and \Vinnebago 
county gained 51 per cent. Other 
showing significant gains of 25 
per cent or more in rural popula- 
tion were Rock Island, Madison, 
Cook, McHenry, Kane, Macon and 
St. Clair. 


As for losses, the largest was in 


Schuyler county—a 39 per cent 
drop. Other losses of 25 to 30 per 
cent showed up 
in 
Alexander, 


Ford, Jasper and Pope counties. 
Six other counties had losses of 
17 to 20 per cent. 


Folse says the towns of Rush- 


ville, Gibson City and Newton were 


1 changed from rural to urban class- 
ification. This change 
was the 


most important single cause for 
the heavy loss in rural population 
' in Schuyler, Ford and Jasper coun- 
ties respectively.

Why Truman and Murray Fear 


Taft-Hartley 


De Witt Emery, president of the National Small Business 


. Men's association, has done a public service by pointing out 
' the provision of the Taft-Hartley act which explains Presi- 


• dent Truman's, reluctance to use it. 


The labor-management relations act provides for fact( 
finding, followed by proceedings to enjoin a strike which 
would imperil national health or safety. There follows an 80 
' day period during which work continues while a settlement is 
• sought between the union and management. Mr. Truman's 
I repeated allegation^ which is false, is that this would exhaust 
; his resources and merely postpone the strike without settling 
". the issues involved. 


Mr. Emery's service has consisted of pointing out that 


• the 80-day period is in reality three periods, of 60 days, 15 
days and-five-days. A settlement is sought for two months. 


• If it is not achieved the board of inquiry appointed by the 
president reports back to him, including in its report the last 


• offer to its employes made by each employer in the contro- 


1 versy. 


! 
' It then becomes the duty of the national labor relations 


• board, during the ensuing 15 days, to conduct an election 
: among the employes concerned, to determine whether a ma- 
jority of them want to accept the employer's offer. Mr. 
Emery contends that Philip Murray and his hierarchy of offi- 
cials in the Steel Workers' union fear their leadership would 
be repudiated in such an election. The government would 
conduct it and the law requires secret ballots. • 


The delegates to the union convention who staged such 


an uproarious demonstration in favor of a strike the other 
day, following Secretary Tobin's and Vice President Bark 
ley's Inflammatory speeches, are for the most part on the 
union payroll. Their wages go on during a strike. The mem- 
, bers' pay does not, and members' wives take a dim view of 
the empty pantry shelves that come with a strike. There 
would be a good deal of home front pressure on steel work- 
ers to take the company offer, rather than gamble an un- 
known number-of weeks' wages on a possibly more favorable 
strike settlement. There also would be pressure on the em- 
ployers to make the best possible offer in order to win votes 
.and keep the mills running. 


Mr. Emery might also have pointed out the final step 


in the Taft-Hartley procedure, which completely refutes Tru- 
man's contention that the law could postpone but not prevent 
a strike. Following the labor board election, whatever its 
result, it is the duty of the attorney general, within five days, 
to seek the dismissal of the injunction against the strike. 
• 
* • 


If the employee have voted for the employer's final offer 


the presumption is, of course, that there will be no strike to 
enjoin. But whatever their action, the president is-required 
to submit a full report of all proceedings to congress, with his 
recommendations for further action. 


Sen. Taft, foresaw that the steps provided by the act 


might not succeed and he provided for failure. He recognized 
that it may become the duty of congress to act in such cases. 
In the discussions before the supreme court of Truman's law- 
less seizure of the steel plants, too little stress was placed on 
the fact that congress is in session, and is available to author- 
ize any actions he may ask, providing, of course, they are ac- 
ceptable and constitutional. 


The Taft-Hartley act did not leave it to the president to 


request action at his discretion. It made it his duty to report 
and recommend. Sen. Taft marked out a complete path for

Last year a number of 
Dlxon merchants did this and there 
never setmed to be an idle bench. 
I hope It will be a growing idea and 
we will ste more this summer. 


We were driven in and around 


the city, both the old and the new 
parts, anvd what a contrast is to be 
seen. Both Moorish and French 
architecture are used in tht homes 
of th» residential section. We all 
enjoyed seeing the fine homes and 
very beautiful gardens. Many of 
them terraced and when planted 
with gay colored flowers were 
something worth looking at. There 
is nothing that dresses up a home 
as outside flower gardens. Now 
you all get busy with the spade. We 
saw >o many walled in gardens 
with overhanging trailing flower 
•vines. Some of them 10 to 15 feet 
high. There were many avenues ot 
Banyan trees. They grow to be a 
huge tree and only grow in a warm 
climate. 


Our drive took us to the Botani- 


cal Gardens. There we saw more 
.Banyan tree* as well as rubber, 
bamboo and others and well-de- 
signed gorgeous flower beds. 


One stop of importance was the 


museum of fine arts which depict- 
ed the cultural «ide of life. Never 
have I »een a more exquisite col- 
lection. I can hear you lay, "There 
she goes again. When she visited 
the last Treasure House it was the 
same story." I just want to tell 
you what I »ay about each museum 
I have seen is absolutely true. 
These antiquities are »o beautiful 
they hurt and never again will such 
gorgeous specimens be made by 
human hands. It will b« an ever- 
lasting treat to me to have seen 
the treasure I have been privileged 
to and I know my companions feel 
the same from the way they re- 
luctantly withdrew when w* were 
bid to join the cruise. 


In Algiers our ship was docked 


between the New Independence 
and a French ship. We encounter- 
ed the Independence a number of 
times during our cruise. 


The night of our arrival in Al- 


giers we took a motor ride, six in 
the car. We drove around getting 
our first view of the city. It looked 
so attractive, thousands of lighU 
in the homes on the hillsides. Then 
a burst of gleaming light on the 
vine clad St. George hotel high 
up in the hllH where we were go- 


ers. From the top of the tall hotel 
hang festoons of vines which is an 
added attraction. Tennis courts and 
golf links are there for the enter- 
tainment of the guests. 


They claim the cuisine is perfect. 


Our party having dined there can 
testify to the correctness of this. 
Beyond the beautiful residential 
section in the heart of the Atlas 
mountains is a place where mon- 
keys, hundreds and hundreds of 
them, live. They are supposed to be 
wild but having become so accus- 
tomed to the tourists they will 
come to your lunch table and eat 
there from bites of your food. 


Some very fashionable and good 


looking people were to be seen in 
Algiers, just as up to date as any 
city. Go along to another section 
and you see many Arabs in native 
costumes, some sitting at the little 
sidewalk 
cafe 
tables. Perhaps 


lunching; smoking 
their 
water 


pipes, playing dominoes or back- 
gammon. The Arabs wear 
full- 


flowing white robes or as they call 
them 
Vburnooses." The women 


wear white "haicks" which cover 
them from head to foot. They wear 
a black veil mask, only their eyes 
show through the black mask that 
completely covers their face. I 
think some of them must be good 
looking enough to rebel at wearing 
this outfit. Algiers has streets, 
stores and buildings in certain sec- 
tions that are as up to date as any 
city, but they also have the worst 
sections I have ever seen. There 
are many very narrow winding 
streets laid in brick. We saw rags 
and tatters, such poor, poor people. 
Little donkeys as small as the 
tiniest pony you ever saw, pulling 
a cart upon which rested 15 big 
bags of feed. It was quite notice- 
able that so many carried canes. 
Algiers is hilly and the cane is a 
great aid in walking. We saw so 
many darling curly-headed chil- 
dren, smiling and happy despite 
their apparent poverty. 


We were shocked one night as we 


rode through the city market and 
warehouse district to see at least 
BO men sleeping on the cement 
platform. It was cold, their cover- 
ing seemed to be gunny sacking. I 
inquired about them and the driver 
said that was a nightly occurrance. 
That was their only home. A pa- 


to operate in. The Kasbah is real- 
ly an outdoor market.- While there 
are little shops where you can 
purchase second hand shoes,--old 
nails, shoe laces and a thousand 
other items. They cook in old tin 
ware and iron kettles'. They sleep 
in huts made of old tiit cans. Just 
back of the Kasbah is the fam- 
ous Fortress. At the bottom of the 
hill is a cathedral. We are glad to 
be down. It was a real experience 
and I would not have missed it for 
anything. Never' again expect to 
see anything like it. 


Our ne,\t visit was to the Fisher- 


man's Mosque. Now on the way I 
looked up and saw a sign "Dairy 
Bar." It looked American and so 
it was. 


If you had followed my steps to- 


day you would think it was time 
to say good night and take a rest 
so

We were warned' by bur 
cruise officers to hang on to oifr 
pocketbooks, that we were in a 
very tough section. Two truck- 
loads of offenders were taken to 
the police court each day. These 
long and wide steps led to streets 
below. Every few 
steps 
there 


would be a door at the side and 
someone lived there. Some doors 
were open. You would not be- 
lieve that anyone could exist in 
such quarters. Now and then as 
you descend—there will be side 
streets. Very -narrow and crowded 
with people. Our guide told us it 
would not be safe to attempt en- 
tering any of those side streets. 
We would be robbed and pushed 
around-so we kept on 
going 


straight.ahead. Looking 
through 


some of the aide tunnel like streets 
we could see the houses varied 
from 4 to 6 stories. Along the steps 
and narrow streets of the Kasbah 
are little shop*. Moorish cafes, 
bazaars. Originally

were kept narrow. It was easier 
to defend In thot* days. Also cool- 
er. Kasbah is the oldest section 
of the city of Algiers. It dates back 
nearly 2,000 years.

Bits of sugar clinging 
and lodging in the teeth stimulate 
decay. 


'These foods and 
beverages 


which are 
injurious to 
dental 


health should be removed Immedi- 
ately from school premises." 


Dr. Zinser said the Illinois State 


Dental society will campaign ac- 
tively to encourage Illinois cities 
to introduce fluoridation 1n drink- 
ing water. 


Tests have shown a reduction of 


50 to 65 per cent In tooth decay 
in growing children where this 
plan has been tried, he said. 


Dr. Harold Hillenbrand of Chi- 


cago, secretary of the American 
Dental Association, told the con- 
vention that Great Britain has be- 
come a "nation of denture .wear- 
ers" under its socialized medicine 
program. 


'Preventive service for children, 


which pays the greatest dividends 
in terms of life long dental health, 
has become virtually non-exist- 
ent," he said.

Congress Should Give President 
Seizure Power, Sec. Tobin Says 


WASHINGTON — (A P) — Secre- 


tary of Labor Tobln said today that 
if the supreme court rules the steel 
industry was illegal, 
congress 


should enact emergency legisla- 
tion giving President 
Truman 


power to seize defense industries 
and ratifying his action in the 
steel case. 


But he told a senate labor-man- 


agement relations subcommittee he 
is opposed to enactment at this 
time of any permanent law deal- 
ing with labor disputes affecting 
the national security. 


"I do not believe the present at- 


mosphere 
of 
labor-management 


crisis, heightened by the political 
tensions of an election year, is con- 
ducive to any thoroughgoing and 
disappassionate re-evaluation of 
this phase of our basic labor pol- 
icy," Tobin said. 


He ..testified at a hearing on a 


bill to empower the president to 
seize strike-threatened industries 
in times of emergency, subject to 
a congressional veto. 


Tobin said he believed that Tru- 


man, in seizing the steel industry 
on April 8, "acted not only cour- 
ageously but rightly." 


The president was faced "witt 


grave consequences to the security 
of the nation" if the steel mills 
were closed by a strike, he added. 


The secretary said he had in 


mind "a simple bill ratifying the 
steel seizure and authorizing tem- 
porary seizure in labor disputes 
during the present national emer- 
gency where the national security 
is gravely threatened" by a strike 
or a lockout.

If you're one of those charac- 


ters who can't sit still very long, 
find a ridge topped by high hard- 
woods, with crows in evidence In 
nearby fields. Sneak up there and 
lean against a tree. Five or 10 
minutes later open up with your 


call, half a dozen long caws, not the 
sharp squawks of alarm. 


Then wheedle 'em along with 


distress walls. Don't wait when 
they swoop over the trees—cut 
that shotgun loose. This is touch 
shooting through the trcetopH— 
probably the sportiest operation 
on crows—and If you can take 
•cm this way you'll do O.K. on 
mallards over the pin oaks. 
• * * 


,''If you're willing to sit things ou 
a while, try an owl decoy. Stick i 
up conspicuously on a post or tree 
preferably along an observed crow 
route, and build yourself a blind no 
more than 30 yards from the owl 
gtart the call workin, and if you ge 
an answer, pull him in with tha 
distress wail. 


Blast the first crow that swoops 


near the owl and keep on blast- 
ing and calling as they dhe in. 
I've seen a good caller turn this 
stunt Into a swirling dogfight that 
ended only when one enraged 
crow smacked the owl dead cen 
ter and knocked It otftthc pole 
Even without any decoy, a clever 
caller hidden out along the fly 
uay to the nightly roost can 
burn up shells by the box.

In my scctiori they'i 
so smart they can read the head 
stamp on. your cartridge as yoi 
put it in the gun—and if it's a real 
ly hot load they flap -away at 37" 
yards, instead of 175.

Old Oiit-of-Bounds Rule Is 
Mental Hazard for Club Player 


By JACKIE BURKE 
Golf's Ne«e»t Star 


A mental hazard is fear, nothing 


more or less. 


Anything a golfer believes is a 


mental hazard is one. 


A player is conscious of a men- 


tal hazard before he makes the 
shot. This causes him to think of 
the hazard instead of the target, 
and thoughts have wings. 


The out-of-bounds rule restored 


this year constitutes a mental haz- 
ard to many average players. The 
new rule penalizes the 
player 


stroke and distance, making it 
three off the tee instead of two. 


Even • though many duffers dis- 


regard the .rule, they know the 
regulation is there, and it causes 
them to worry. 


Many Complain 


Many club players 
are 
com- 


plaining about the restoration of 
this rule. 


They should be asked this ques- 


tion, "Would you let me drop out 
of an unplayable lie or water 
hazard for nothing?" 


The answer would be "No." 
Then 
they 
no 
doubt would 


agree that a player should be 
penalized for making what in 
theory is the worst error pos- 
sible on a golf course—driving 
out of bounds. 
• 


A water hazard in front of the 


tee can constitute a mental haz- 
ard to a duffer. He will concen- 
trate on the lake and hit the ball 
into it. 
The accomplished shot- 


maker will never be in the Hater. 
Ke knows he can reach the fair- 
way, to completely eliminates the 
lake from his thoughts. 


Players erect mental hazards 


around certain holes and clubs. 


How many times have you 


heard a golfer say, "I hate that 
No. 4 hole. I Just can't get to the 
green," or something to that ef- 
fect? That playsr is building a 
first-class mental hazard for him- 
self. 


Say a player has taken an eight 


on a certain hole. That is likely 
to leave a bit of apprehensiveness, 
and he's liable not to play the 
hole well In the future. 


NOT STUMPED — Playing 
Iron behind a tree does not cre- 
ate a-mental hasard for shoe- 
Makers like Sam Snead. (NEA) 
The golfer who says, "I'm not 


playing my No. 5 iron well," is 
feeding a Grade A mental haz- 
ard. 


The Ace* Act 


Even the greats suffer from 


mental 
hazards, 
but they do 


something about them. 


Gene Sarazen recalls the PGA 


Championship of 1933 at Wau- 
watosa, Wis. The winner of them 
all wasn't playing well, so he 
eliminated from his bag all the 
clubs he wasn't using satisfac- 
tarily, leaving only five or six 
irons. 


Gene won the 
championship 


with his skeletonized equipment. 


That's one way to beat mental 


hazards.

That 
plan, sponsored by Henry A. Wal- 
lace, then the agriculture secre- 
tary, was designed to boost hog 
prices by reducing pork supplies.

'The current potato shortage de- 


"' veloped largely because farmers 


i cut production 20 per cent last 


year. Most of this reduction came 
in the late potato crop—that portion 
which goes into storage for use 
during the winter, spring and early 
summer. 


Farmers reduced their output 


after congress directed the agricul- 
ture department to withdraw price 
supports. Congress did away with 


' supports because they had cost the 


government more than 600 million 
dollars over a 10-year period. 


The shortage has been aggra- 


vated by black. • markets which 


" have given some consumers more 
than their share. 


Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall urg- 


ed yesterday that the public fight 
against black marketing by re- 
fusing to pay more than ceiling 
prices. Arnall predicted the short- 
age would be relieved in the next 
four to six weeks by the movement 
of new potatoes to market. This 
early crop is grown mostly in 
Florida, Alabama, Texas and Cali- 
fornia.

Freckles and His Friends 
A Bad Moment 
By Merrill Blosser 
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State's Failures Contribute to 
Centralized Government-Gov. 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Gov. Adlai 


Stevenson of Illinois says. the 
states' own "failure to perform 
necessary functions adequately" 
contributes to "the strong : tidal 
drift toward monistic—and mam- 
moth—government" in Washing- 
ton. 


(Monism is defined as "the doc- 


trine that there is only one kind 
of substance or ultimate reality.") 


Writing in Look magazine, the 


Democratic governor urges the 
states to help check this trend. He 
said as many government func- 
tions as possible should be kept 
on a state or local level.
